STAR-STUDDED THEY AREN’T—YET! 
BUT NEBRASKA WILL AGAIN BE POTENT

Any time Coach ‘Tom Osborne went anywhere last spring, he heard so many 
“Who's?” he thought it was an owl convention. 

Like: “Who's the quarterback?" Or: “Who's the split end?" Or: "Who's the 
fullback?” Or; Who's the defensive tackle?” 

In recent years, those type of questions have been few and far between because 
the Nebraska Cornhuskers have usually had a flock of stars returning for more 
action. 

Not so in 1977. No sure-fire All Americans blossomed in the spring, although a 
number of veterans demonstrated that they'll make a run at honors on the field 
next fall, What was present in large quantity was a group of talented athletes who 
indicated thay may leave the individual honors to other teams and charge into 
1977 as a team dedicated to excellence, 

“We've probably got fewer cinch standouts returning this fall than we've had 
in years," Coach Osborne will tell you. “But we've got a great number of outstand- 
ing athletes who look like they could become a very fine football team. If you want 
a thumbnail observation, I'd say we could be a mediocre team—or we could be a 
great team. It all depends on how we jell and go after people next fall." 

‘A glance at the schedule will tell you that Nebraska should know early just how 
good a team it may have, On one hand, the Huskers get a break with six of the first 
seven games al home, a more confortable place to acquire seasoning for maturing 
players, 

‘On the other hand, the Gornhuskers must take on Washington State, Alabama, 
Baylor and Indiana in rapid succession to start the year. With Warren Powers—a 
Bob Devaney and Tom Osborne aide for 11 years and a former Husker player-—now 
the head coach at Washington State, the Cougars are sure to have a solid line on the 
home team. Alabama looms as a top contender for the national championship and 
Baylor ranks as an impressive Southwest Conference contender, Indiana, of 

is a Big 10 entry and improves each year under Lee Cor 

‘Thus, Nebraska will be tested early and thoroughly before the first road trip (to 
Kansas State). lowa State, which clobbered NU at Ames last year, and Colorado— 
groomed as Big 8 powerhouse in 1977—provide the mid-season exams. Then come 
the finals, and a tough windup grind it is; Oklahoma State (defending co- 
champion), Missouri, which dumped the Huskers unceremoniously at Lincoln in 
1976, and Oklahoma (1976 co-champion and national title aspirant in 1977)—all 
on the road. Always tough Kansas is sandwiched between Missouri and the Soon- 
ers. 

It’s an interesting schedule, to say the least, one that can provide the Huskers 
with a springboard to greatness if they play well. Likewise, it is loaded with 
pitfalls and potential disaster if Osborne's development timetable falters. 

“As coaches and players, we're used to winning and fighting for the Big 8 title 
and national honors,” Osborne says with feeling. “Nebraska fans expect us to 
continue along those lines, and we would sure hate to disappoint them. We think 
we'll be a good team, and we haven't changed our goals. But we must fill a lot of 
gaps left by departing stars and work hard to become a fine team.” 
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7 There are a number of stars who have graduated—like All Americans Mike 
Fultz, Dave Butterfield and Vince Ferragamo, and All Big 8 choices Fultz, But- 
terfield, Ferragamo, Clete Pillen, Dan Schmidt, Bob Lingenfelter and Ray Phillips. 

But there are some fine candidates waiting in the wings for Osborne to sort 
through and assemble before the Washington State opener. 

Chief question mark is at quarterback where five aspirants battled during 
spring practice, So closely were they bunched, Osborne won't make up his mind 
on the No. 1 spot until fall camp. Leading the pack are lettermen Randy Garcia and 
‘Tom Sorley, but pressing strongly are squad veteran Ed Burns, ved-shirt sopho- 
more Tim Hager and 1976 Frosh grad Jeff Quinn. 

There is a hunch prevalent in the football shop that the Husker line—albeit 
rebuilt—has excellent potential. Tackles Kelvin Clark and Stan Waldemore have 
ample experience in backup roles, Greg Jorgensen is a two-year starter at guard and 
prime candidate for 1977 honors, while Steve Lindquist has size, speed and expe- 
rience to join Jorgensen as a whale of a guard tandem. Many will vole ‘Tom 
Davis—the other returning starter—as the best center in the Big 8, 

Tight end is one of the strongest spots on the Husker offense. Ken Spacth 
returns as a premier performer with All America potential, and 1976 alternate 
Mark Dulresne is also back, with support from soph Junior Miller and letterman 
John Selko. 

Split end is wide open with NGAA indoor hurdle champ Jeff Lee, JC transfer 
Frank Lockett, squad vet Rocke Loken and redshirt soph Tim Smith all in furious 
contention. 

Running backs abound in the Husker camp. Rick Berns, the soph star of 1976, 
heads the field which also includes LM. Hipp, a strong, fast, broken-fielder who. 
may become a dazzler, letterman Byron Stewart and soph Tim Wurth, The status of 
Monte Anthony—who had wrist surgery and shoulder surgery during the off 
season—is still unknown, but if he can go full speed it could be a real bonus at 
either I-back or fullback. 

Curtis Craig and Earl Everett head the wingback corps, while Keith Steward, 
who lettered as a soph, and two-year vet Dodie Donnell will provide the fullback 
punch, 

Sizeable rebuilding will be needed in the defensive ranks where losses were 
heavy, Left end Tony Samuel is the only returning line regular, and wholesale 
shuffling of the linebacking and secondary crews still may take place in the fall, 
‘Ted Harvey, veteran cornerback, and safety Larry Valasek, are also returning star- 
ters. Middle guard Jeff Pullen, linebacker Jim Wightman and monster Kent Smith 
were also 1976 starters, but they are listed on the alternate unit heading into fall 
camp. 

The defensive coaching staff was revamped after last season, with Lance Van 
Zandt becoming the coordinator and secondary coach, while Charlie McBride 
takes over the defensive line and John Melton returning to linebac! ‘ing he coached 
under Bob Devaney, So the defense is far from set at this early writing. 

Changes were made in the offensive coaching lineup, too, with Gene Huey 
coaching the wingbacks and tight ends, 

The summer sum-up; With a blend of old and new among the coaches and 
players, the true picture of the 1977 Cornhuskers is still a bit blurred. Bul it’s a safe 
guess that Tom Osborne and Co., will be potent and entertaining in keeping with 
the Nebraska tradition, It looks like a team that should not be counted out of either 
the Big 8 or the national race until it has been put to the test. 


COACH TOM’S SUMMER CRYSTAL BALL: 


OVERALL HUSKER PROSPECTS—*We expect to have a very good 
football team, despite the fact that we lost a lot of outstanding players 
from a year ago. ... We won't play a team that we're not capable of 
defeating, but that’s not an automatic assurance of an undefeated season. 
_.. That means we have some fine players who can become a fine team 
and if we play well and improve we will have a chance to defeat anyone 
we play. ... The challenging schedule precludes over-confidence or un- 
bridled optimism. ... We will play a schedule that will include at least 
eight teams capable of being rated in the Top 20—Alabama, Baylor and 
probably six of eight Big 8 teams. ... We think we can have a fine team 
and a fine season, but it will take a lot of work and a lot of dedication, . . .” 

HUSKERS' 1977 OFFENSE. . . . “We're optimistic that our running 
game will be improved. .. . With Rich Berns, Monte Anthony, IM. Hipp,

Our offensive line could be 
improved and we've got two or three outstanding 
tight ends. ... We feel our offense made good 

vy . spring progress and we will be capable of moving 

va the ball and scoring.” 

HUSKERS’ 1977 DEFENSE. . . . “With the changes in our coaching 
staff and a lot of new personnel, we will have a new defensive scheme as 
well as some new faces. . .. We are looking for the best people to play in 
the line where our losses were particularly heavy. ... Several young 
players looked impressive last spring. . . . Our linebacking should be very 
good and our secondary looks very capable. ... We will have a little 


different look on defense, but it will be an aggressive group that can 
develop into an effective unit.””

Instead, there seems to be a certain warmth about them, They seem to convey the 
feeling of encouragement to the Nebraska players and display a kind of respect for 
the opposing team. .,."" 

‘A statement made by one of several great Nebraska athletes? No, those were 
sentiments expressed by Northwestern quarterback Steve Moor two years ago de- 
spite the fact that he had just suffered through a 49-7 defeat at the hands of the 
Cornhuskers. 

He is not alone in his thinking, Husker supporters are well-known across the 
nation for their excellent spirit, attitude, and behavior whether it be on the athletic 
field or in the arena, For those reasons, the University of Nebraska has been named 
the recipient of the Big Eight Conference's fourth annual Sportsmanship Trophy. 

“We are pleased to acknowledge receipt of the Big Eight Sportsmanship 
award," said Nebraska Chancellor Roy A. Young, “The receipt of this award re- 
flects favorably upon the University of Nebraska-Lincoln athletes and athletic 
fans. 

“It is a major credit to the University of Nebraska to combine the elements of 
both athletic excellence and outstanding sportsmanship," stated Big Eight Com- 
missioner Charles M, Neinas. “All Nebraskans can take great pride in receiving 
this honor.” 

Encouragement and support of the home team in the sports of football and 
basketball and the lack of negative response which would have had a detrimental 
effect upon the conduct of a contest are the chief considerations in determining the 
yearly award-winner. The panel of judges included football and basketball offi- 
cials, officiating supervisors and the Conference Commissioner. 
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FERRAGAMO WINS 
SCHOLAR-ATHLETE AWARD 


Vince Ferragamo, Nebraska’s All American quarterback, was one of 11 winners 
of the 1976 National Football Foundation and Hall of Fame’s Scholar-Athlete 
Awards. 

in 1959, the National Football Foundation instituted at its Hall of Fame Awards 
Dinners a series of presentations to college seniors to establish the value of not 
athletic ability alone, but the combined resources of athletic ability and scholarly 
dedication, with particular emphasis on leadership and the assumption of respon- 
sibility for campus and community activities. 

Educational authorities have expressed their approval of these awards which 
have dramatized the “whole man'—not just a scholar, not just an athlete, but a 
man who has developed the qualities which make a leader in life, 

Each winner must be a senior who has shown outstanding football ability and 
performance as well as academic application and performance. He must also have 
demonstrated outstanding school leadership and citizenship, and be a candidate 
for graduate study. 

Ferragamo was a pre-med student with a 3.62 average. 

Since 1959, over 182 college seniors have been saluted. Nebraska's other award 
winners were: Harry Tolly, 1959; Randall Reeves, 1969; Forrest Anderson, 1973; 
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ED WEIR NAMED TO ALL-TIME 
ALL AMERICA CENTENNIAL TEAM 


Nebraska's two-time All American from the glory days of the 1920s, Ed Weir, in 
1969 was named to the All-Time All America team, selected in conjunction with 
the College Football Centennial in 1969. 

The modern era (1941 to the present) and the early-era (1906-1940) teams were 
selected by veteran sportswriters from across the nation. 

Weir, a Hall of Fame member, was named to a tackle spot on the early-era team, 
along with such college greats as Don Hutson of Alabama, Bronko Nagurski of 
Minnesota, Benny Friedman of Michigan, Sammy Baugh of TCU, Red Grange of 
Minois, Ernie Nevers of Stanford, Chris Cagle of Army and Tom Harmon of Michi- 
gan.

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TOM OSBORNE 


Head Football Coach 
University of Nebraska 


Tom Osborne heads into his fifth season as the head coach of the Nebraska 
Cornhuskers firmly established as one of the outstanding football coaches in the 
United States. 

In the four seasons, Osborne—who succeeded Bob Devaney in 1973—has skip- 
pered the Huskers to a sparkling 37-10-2 record, four Top 10 finishes, three bow! 
victories and a winning percentage of .776. 

In 1976, Nebraska ended the year 9-3-1 and beat Texas Tech 27-24 in the 
Astro-Bluebonnet Bowl. UPI ranked the Huskers No. 7 in '76. The 1975 season saw 
the Cornhuskers finish the regular season with a 10-1 record before losing, 17-14, 
to No. 2 ranked Arizona State in the Fiesta Bowl, and winding up No, 9. In 1974. 
the Huskers ended with a 9-3 mark, beat Florida in the Sugar Bowl and finished 
No. 8 in the U.S. Then in 1973, Osborne's first year, the Cornhuskers were 9-2-1, 
defeated Texas in the Cotton Bowl and ended the year ranked No. 7 nationally. 

Nebraska's Sugar Bowl win in 1974 was the Huskers’ sixth consecutive post- 
season victory in as many years, tying the national record also shared by Georgia 
Tech. 

Osborne, who graduated from Hastings College before logging pro time with 
the Washington Redskins and San Francisco 49ers. joined Devaney as an assistant 
in 1962. In 1965 he received his Ph.D. in Educational Psychology, then elected 
football coaching as a career. He coached the Husker receivers and helped build 
the NU offense into one of the most potent in the nation during the 1970 and 1971 
National Championship years. 

While Osborne was a newcomer to the head coaching ranks in 1973, he was no 
stranger to Nebraska football. Osborne was a member of Bob Devaney's incompa- 
rable staff for 11 years—the last six as a key organizer of a steam-roller offense, 

During his tenure on the Devaney staff, Osborne headed the passing game 
strategy and coached the receivers. When Devaney announced his retirement from 
coaching in favor of full-time athletic director duties following the 1971 season, he 
announced Osborne would be his successor and assistant head coach for his final 
season of 1972. Osborne served in that capacity and as director of recruiting in 
1972, then took the reins in 1973 and became only the third Husker coach in 
history (W. C. Cole in 1907 and Bob Devaney in 1962) to win eight games in his 
first season, And he was the first coach in Nebraska history to take his team to a 
major bowl (Cotton) in his first year. 

An outstanding high school athlete at Hastings High School in the mid 1950s’ 
Osborne was named Nebraska prep Athlete of the Year. Passing up major college 
offers, Osborne became the star quarterback and basketball player for Hastings 
College where both his father and grandfather had matriculated. In 1959 he was 
named State College Athlete of the Year—the first athlete in Nebraska history to 
win both the high school and college honor. 

Following graduation from Hastings with a Bachelor of Arts Degree, Osborne 
played two years with the Washington Redskins and one year with the San Fran- 
cisco 49ers as a flankerback before returning to Nebraska. 

In 1962 he contacted Bob Devaney and secured a position as a graduate assis- 
tant on the Husker staff. He continued in that capacity until he obtained his 
Master's Degree in 1963. Continuing his dual role in education and football coach- 
ing, Osborne gained his Doctor's Degree in 1965 and, holding the Academic rank 
of Instructor of Educational Psychology in Teacher's College, was a half-time 
coach, 
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Osborne elected to pursue coaching full-time in 1967 and became the Huskers’ 
offensive receivers coach, a decision that NU fans have applauded since. 

Married to the former Nancy Tederman, Osborne is the father of a young son, 
Mike and daughters, Ann and Susie. 


NEBRASKA’S MULTI-PURPOSE ‘PRESS BOX’ 
RANKS AMONG THE NATION’S FINEST 


Sportswriters and broadcasters who work in Nebraska's spacious and func- 
tional Information Center (opened 1967) are unanimous in tabbing the Cornhusk- 
ers press box one of the finest in the nation. 

Financed by the Athletic Department in cooperation with dedicated Corn- 
husker fans who helped secure a first-class press-radio-TV facility, the Nebraska 
information Center cost more than $500,000. No tax money was involved in the 
construction or operation. 

The first level is where the working press and radio people labor. On the front 
row, some 50 writers can be accommodated, while the second and third rows are 
devoted to over-flow writers, scouts, statisticians and Western Union, 

‘Also located on the first level are nine radio booths, coaches booths, scoreboard 
and clock booth, statistics center, office, photo dark room, rest room, maintenance 
room and a communications room. 

The second level of the heated and air-conditioned structure contains two 
movie and news photo wings. the public address booth and Section 300, which 
includes 316 theater seats for the Husker Achievement Award Contributors who 
helped make the press box a reality. 

Husker Award members who agreed to contribute $1,000 per year for five years 
in addition to their regular $1,000 gift for scholarships, have the option to pur- 
chase four seats at a premium price in the area. The area also includes a snack bar 
(regular stadium fare at regular prices and no liquor), rest rooms and film change 
rooms, 

Level No. 3 is restricted to television, movie and news photographers. It's an 
open-air deck atop the giant structure which stretches between the 25-yard lines.

HOUSES HUSKER STAFF 


Most of the offices of the NU Athletic Department as well as dressing and 
training facilities for the football team moved in August, 1973, into an office 
building located beneath the south Memorial Stadium expansion. The building 
was part of a $1.2 million bond issue which included the office building, the 
Huskers’ Tartan Track and stadium and the 9,400-seat addition to the south 
stadium in 1972. 

Moving into the complex were the football, baseball and track coaching staffs, 
as well as the Athletic Director, Ticket Manager, Business Manager, Sports Infor- 
mation Director, and the training and equipment staff. Basketball, swimming, 
wrestling, golf, gymnastics and tennis moved into the NU Sports Center in the fall 
of 1976. 

The basement of the office building houses the varsity football dressing room, 
the equipment room, training room and weight training room. The ground floor 
has the ticket, sports information, business, and Athletic Director's offices, plus a 
lounge and meeting room. The top floor has coaches offices, film rooms, one large 
meeting room and two smaller ones. 

The dressing room, which opens onto the field through a tunnel, ended a 
50-year tradition of the Huskers entering the field from the north end zone. 
Baseball, track and freshman football dressing rooms will remain in the field 
house.

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BOB DEVANEY 


Athletic Director 
University of Nebraska 


One of the greatest coaches in the history of American football, Bob Devaney is 
now turning his vast energies toward supervision of the entire athletic program at 
the University of Nebraska, 


Nebraska has one of the finest athletic plants in the nation, thanks to Devaney’s 
inspiration and leadership during the past 15 years. 


Since Devaney became Athletic Director in 1967, Nebraska's Memorial 
Stadium has an enlarged (9,400) capacity of 73,531—largest in the Big 8—as well 
as an AstroTurf field and huge press box. 


Since 1967, the Cornhuskers have a multi-purpose office building at the south 
end of Memorial Stadium, and they have an outdoor track facility—Ed Weir 
Stadium—and a baseball park with new AstroTurf. 


Devaney also spear-headed a drive for the new multi-purpose complex that 
resulted in the Nebraska Legislature voting a cigarette tax to finance a 15,000-seat 
basketball arena, with adjacent swimming complex and indoor track plant, The 
result of his efforts was the new Nebraska Sports Complex, which opened its doors 
in the fall of 1976. Besides the basketball arena, the NU Sports Complex, located 
on the Nebraska State Fairgrounds, houses a 220-yard synthetic track with seating 
for 4,500, a 25 meter x 25 yard swimming pool, and a practice area for the wres- 
tling and gymnastics teams. 

Few coaches ever achieved the success Devaney did as headmaster of the 
Nebraska Cornhuskers from 1962 to 1972. During most of that span he was the 
“winningest coach in the nation,” based on percentage of victories. He wound up 
with three straight Orange Bow! wins to go with his amazing record of nine bow! 
trips in 11 years, eight Big 8 titles, two national championships, two Outland 
Trophy winners, a Lombardi Trophy winner, a Heisman Trophy winner and 
numerous Coach of the Year and similar honors. Twice his teams won four straight 
titles—1963-1966 and 1969-1972. 

In his final season, Devaney’s 1972 Huskers went 9-2-1 with a 40-6 win over 
Notre Dame in the Orange Bowl, and Bob led the nation's active coaches witha 
lifetime record of 136-30-7 for an .806 winning percentage. That year, too, Johnny 
Rodgers won the Heisman Trophy and Rich Glover swept the Outland and Lom- 
bardi Trophies, a feat never equalled by any other school. 

Devaney was named Coach of the Year by the Walter Camp Foundation, the 
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Washington Touchdown Club and the Football Writers Association after Nebras- 
ka's Cornhuskers were undefeated in 13 games in 1971, sweeping to the national 
championship after winning the Game of the Century against Oklahoma, 35-31, 

It was the second-straight national championship for Nebraska. The 1970 team 
was also undefeated (11-0-1), and during the span of 1969 to 1972, the Huskers 
went 32 games wtihout a defeat. After Nebraska defeated LSU in the 1971 Orange 
Bowl game to win its first national title, former President Richard Nixon came to 
Lincoln to bestow a presidential plaque upon Devaney and co-captains Dan 
Schneiss and Jerry Murtaugh. 

The Devaney Huskers reaped countless honors during those two years—AP 
and UPI trophies, the Grantland Rice Trophy, the MacArthur Bowl, Big 8 and 
Orange Bow! trophies and Coach of the Year by the Football News. 

All Star games were old hat for Devaney who coached in many post-season 
classics such as the Hula Bowl, the Coaches All America, the All America Bowl, 
the Blue-Gray and the Shrine East-West. He also coached the College All Stars 
against the NFL Champion Dallas Cowboys in the 1972 Chicago game. 

At Nebraska, Devaney's teams won 101, lost 20 and tied two in 11 years, 
following his 35-10-5 record at Wyoming. He never had a losing season at Ne- 
braska and he directed three undefeated teams—in 1965, 1970 and 1971. In 11 
years Devaney's teams went to nine post-season games, winning six and losing 
three. The Huskers played in the Gotham Bowl, Cotton Bowl, Sugar Bowl, Sun 
Bowl and four times in the Orange Bow! with Devaney at the helm. 

Under Devaney’s outstanding leadership, too, the Cornhuskers produced 22 
All America players and 72 All Big 8 selections in the past ten years, 

Devaney played football as an end at Alma College in Michigan, graduating 
with a B.S. in 1939. 


After starting his coaching career at Big Beaver, Mich., High, Devaney moved 
to Keego Harbor and Saginaw before spending seven years at Alpena High where 
his teams had a 52-9-0 record, He then joined Biggie Munn, and later Duffy 
Daugherty, at Michigan State before becoming head coach at Wyoming in 1957, 

Devaney is married to his college sweetheart, the former Phyllis Wiley. His son, 
Mike, and daughter Patricia, are both graduates of the University of Nebraska, He's 
a grandfather, too, with Mike's family including a daughter and a son.

Though the Huskers’ Sept. 17 game with the Alabama Crimson Tide is listed as 
a regional telecast, ABC earlier said it would be shown to 90 per cent of the 
country.

The 1977 University of Nebraska Football Guide is 
dedicated to Tom Novak, one of the Cornhuskers’ all- 
time great athletes. 

Trainwreck Tom inspired countless Nebraskans dur- 
ing his colorful football and baseball career which fea- 
tured four All Conference seasons from 1946 to 1949. So 
rugged was the former Omaha South star that he earned 
All Big 6 at fullback in 1946 and at center in 1947 and he 
won All Big 7 honors in 1948 and 1949 as a center. 

An All America choice, too, in 1949, Novak earlier 
had been named to Notre Dame’s All Opponent team for 
his courageous performance as the Irish whipped the 
Huskers. 

So dedicated was Tom Novak that J. Gordon Roberts 
of Omaha established the Tom Novak Trophy to honor 
Trainwreck and also serve as an inspiration to future 
Cornhusker players. 

Today Tom Novak is again displaying the courage, 
determination and indomitable spirit that marked his 
Cornhusker athletic career as he fights the biggest battle 
of his life. Severely injured in a fall last November, Tom 
spent months in the hospital, and daily fights to over- 
come crippling paralysis. 

Yet despite his ordeal, Tom continues to hurl a chal- 
lenge at life. Promising to continue his battle, keeping his 
keen sense of humor and serving as a continual source of 
inspiration and strength to his family and many friends.

DR. RONALD R. ROSKENS 


Dr. Roskens served as Interim President of the University from January 1 to 
April 16, 1977, when he was named President of the University of Nebraska. Prior 
to that he was Chancellor of the University of Nebraska at Omaha, a position he 
assumed on July 1, 1972. 

Under Dr, Rosken’s leadership, the Omaha campus grew both physically and in 
the quality of its undergraduate and graduate offerings. One indication of this is 
the report of a unanimous North Central Association Visitation Team which re- 
commended UNO for the highest accreditation, noting that UNO had “made a 
quantum leap academically” in recent years. 

Dr. Roskens earned his M.A. degree from Northern lowa in 1955 and his Ph.D. 
from the University of lowa in 1958. He was a teacher in Minburn, la., High School 
in 1953 and 54 and was an assistant dean at the University of lowa from 1956 to 
1959. He joined the staff of Kent State University in 1969 and held several adminis- 
trative positions there. He was Executive Vice President at Kent State when he 
accepted the Chancellor's position at UNO. 


Dr. Roskens has received numerous awards, including the Outstanding Alum- 
nus Award from the University of Northern Iowa. He is listed in the National 
Register of Educational Researchers, Who's Who in America and American Men 
and Women of Science. He is president of the Association of Urban Universities 
and is president of the Nebraska Association of Colleges and Universities, 
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Nebraska's Chancellor 
& Vice President 


DR. ROY A. YOUNG 


Dr. Roy A. Young took up his duties June 1, 1976, as chief executive officer of 
the University of Nebraska-Lincoln, which has extension and research facilities 
throughout the state as well as its two main campuses in Lincoln. He came to 
Nebraska from Corvallis, Ore., where he was Vice President for Research and 
Graduate Studies at Oregon State University. 


Anative of McAlister, New Mexico, Dr. Young, 56, served in his post at Oregon. 
State since 1970. He has gained an international reputation as a scientist since 
joining Oregon State in 1948 as an assistant professor in the Department of Botany 
and Plant Pathology. He later moved through the academic ranks to professor and 
became head of the Department in 1958. He was named dean of research in 1966. 
During the fiscal year 1969-70 he served as acting president of Oregon State, 


Dr. Young received the B.S. degree at New Mexico State University and holds 
M&S. and Ph.D. degrees in plant pathology from Iowa state University. The author 
of more than 60 publications, he is a Fellow of the American Association of the 
‘Advancement of Science and the American Phytopathological Society. He also is a 
member of the American Institute for Biological Sciences, Sigma Xi, Phi Kappa 
Phi, Phi Sigma, Blue Key, and Sigma Alpha Epsilon fraternity. 


He is currently a member of the Executive Committee. Study on Problems of 
Pest Control: Alternatives to the Use of Pesticides, National Academy of Sci- 
ences-National Academy of Engineering; UNESCO U.S. National Committee for 
Man and the Biosphere; National Academy of Sciences Committee to Review the 
U.S. Component of the International Biological Program. 


Rockefeller Foundation Advisory Panel of Post-Doctoral Fellowships in En- 
vironmental Sciences; chairman of the Special Committee on the Environment and 
Energy of the National Association of State Universities and Land-Grant Colleges, 
Board of Directors of Pacific Power and Light Company; and the Board of Directors 
of the Boyce Thompson Institute for Plant Research. 


He is past president of the Pacific Division, American Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Science, former chairman of the Council for Research Policy and 
Adminstration of the National Association of State Universities and Land-Grant 
Colleges, and former member of the Commission on Undergraduate Education in 
Biological Sciences.

Dr. Keith L, Broman is in his sixth year as the Big 8 Faculty Representative for 
the University of Nebraska. Dr. Broman served as Chairman of the Faculty Repre- 
== — sentatives in 1972-1973, 


After graduating from South Bend, Indiana, Central in 
June of 1940, Dr. Broman attended Indiana University 
for three years, then transferred to Berea (Kentucky) Col- 
lege. After receiving Navy V-12 training at Berea in 
1944, he entered the Harvard Graduate School of Busi- 
ness while serving as Assistant Supply Officer, NAS 
Coco Solo, from 1945 to 1946. 


He returned to Harvard following a tour of duty with 
the Navy during the war and received the MBA from 
Harvard in 1947. From 1947 to 1951, he was instructor 
at Ohio University, then he came to Lincoln where he 
served on the Nebraska faculty until 1954. The next year 
was spent as an assistant professor at the University of 
DR, KEITH L, BROMAN Wisconsin. 


He received the Ph.D. from Nebraska in 1955 and 
returned to the NU faculty as an Associate Professor of Business Organization until 
he advanced to the status of full professor in 1963. In 1968, he was named Chair- 
man of the Department of Finance at NU, the position he presently holds, 

Dr, Broman is a member of the First Presbyterian Church which he serves as a 
member of the Foundation Board. In the past, he has been an Elder (Clerk of 
Session), Deacon and member of the Board of Trustees. Dr. Broman is also a 
member of the American Finance Association, American Accounting Association, 
Midwest Business Adminstration, Beta Gamma Sigma and Delta Sigma Pi. He isa 
retired Commander of the Supply Corps, U.S. Naval Reserves, and serves as a 
consultant for Investment Education & Practice. 

Dr. Broman and his wife, Ruth, formerly Ruth Jane DuBois, have been married 
since 1944, They have two daughters, Rebecca Ann Cross, Lincoln, and Lisa Marie, 
who is junior in journalism at Nebraska. He is a grandfather. 
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FACTS ABOUT 
THE UNIVERSITY OF NEBRASKA 


A Brief History— 


‘The University of Nebraska, now an institution of three major components— 
the University of Nebraska-Lincoln, the University of Nebraska at Omaha and 
University of Nebraska Medical Center, Omaha—and a collection of agricultural 
experiment stations and related offices across the state, was chartered by the Ne- 
braska Legislature in 1869 and held its first classes in 1871 in a 3-story brick 
building on the outskirts of Lincoln. 

At its chartering, the University was committed to instruct in agriculture, the 
“mechanic arts," and military tactics by the terms of the Land-Grant College Act of 
1862 to which the Legislature subscribed. These special endeavors, however, were 
made parts of the total University program with the result that Nebraska, unlike 
some of its neighbors, has had but one major institution of higher education, 

‘The early years were fraught with internal ideological conflicts, with financial 
problems and with shortages of collegiate students, The University not only sur- 
vived without interruption, it managed to establish the first program of graduate 
education west of the Mississippi in the mid-1880s, By 1909 it had attained mem- 
bership in the select Association of American Universities, a tribute to the high 
quality of its faculty and scholastic programs, 

‘The University of Nebraska-Lincoln now has 10 Colleges, plus three Schools 
and many other programs. Thirty-nine doctoral level, 61 masters, 110 under- 
graduate and 15 pre-professional areas of study are offered. 

Lack of financial support forced the University in 1888 to close the Medical 
College it had opened in Lincoln five years earlier. In 1902, the University reen- 
tered the field of medical education, taking over the Omaha Medical College. This 
became the University of Nebraska Medical Genter in Omaha. 

Since the adoption of the Nebraska constitution in 1875, the University has 
been governed by an elected Board of Regents. In 1968, pursuant to legislative 
action and a city-wide election in Omaha, the Board of Regents was made respon- 
sible for governance of the former municipal University of Omaha, renamed the 
University of Nebraska at Omaha, In 1970, the number of regents was increased 
from six to eight. This number was increased again in 1974, when a representative 
of the student body from each of the three campuses became a non-voting member, 

In 1971, the chief executive officer of the University was given the title of 
President, The executive heads of the three components, the University of 
Nebraska-Lincoln, the University of Nebraska at Omaha, and the University of 
Baar Medical Center, were accorded the titles of chancellor and Vice Presi- 

lent. 


Points of Interest on Campus— 


Museum—The University of Nebraska State Museum has an outstanding col- 
lection of fossil mammals and is world renowned for its Elephant Hall. There are 
galleries of health science, Nebraska wildlife, zoology, geology and anthropology. 
In addition to its exhibits on three floors of Morrill Hall at 14th and U, the museum 
has extensive research collections in Nebraska Hall. 

Art—The Sheldon Memorial Art Gallery has one of the finest collections on a 
university campus. Its sculpture garden is also one of the finest in the nation 

Music—School of Music students and faculty perform regularly in Kimball 
Recital Hall and throughout the state. There is an active schedule of concerts by 
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University choral and instrumental groups, musical theatre productions and a 
wide range of musical and dance events by visiting artists. The Weekend With 
Masic is an annual highlight. 

Theatre—During the school year there are periodic performances by the Uni- 
versity company in Howell Memorial Theatre. A repertory group performs 
throughout the summer months. 

Nebraska Union—This social center of the campus provides a variety of food 
service facilities and relaxation areas for students and visitors to the campus. It 
houses the placement center and offices for student organizations. Facilities in- 
clude book store, bowling alley, pool hall, game rooms, TV rooms, record rooms, 
study rooms, meeting rooms and ballrooms for large meetings and social events, A 
new Union has been built on East Campus. 

Carillon Tower—Built in 1948, the gift of alumnus Ralph S, Mueller, the tower 
has become a symbol of the NU Lincoln campus. It houses a 2% octave electronic 
English bells carillon, played on ceremonial occasions from a keyboard, 

Historical Museum—The State Historical Society has its museum and library 
on the campus. It features Nebraska lore dating from early Indian relics. 

Center for Continuing Education—Conference and hotel facilities at 33rd and 
Holdrege provide a site for hundreds of adult and youth meetings each year. 
Continuing education programs are planned by a professional staff. The Center 
was financed through a grant from the Kellogg Foundation and by public subscrip- 
tion. 

Planetarium—Public sky shows are presented daily during the summer and on 
weekends during the school year. Special shows are also given to University 
classes and visiting school groups.

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General Information 


University of Nebraska Foundation—The University of Nebraska Foundation is 
a legally incorporated non-profit organization chartered under Nebraska law. 
Through its solicitation and investment programs, it provides between $2 and $3 
million in benefits annually for the University. Among the benefits are: $750,000 
in scholarships and fellowships; $300,000 in research equipment and support; 
$200,000 in support of professorships, and $100,000 in support of art, museum 
and library acquisitions. Approximately 18,000 gifts are received by the Founda- 
tion each year. Its assets are nearly $26 million. 


Alumni Association—The Nebraska Alumni Association maintains biographi- 
cal records on all graduates and former students. It publishes the bi-monthly 
Nebraska Alumnus magazine and the Alumni Sports Reporter for Association 
members, The Association consists of 101,000 alumni living throughout the world 
and has a paid membership of 13,000. 


Division of Continuing Studies—The University Division of Continuing 
Studies operates the largest university based independent study program in the 
U.S., offering college and high school courses. A Class A high school diploma can 
be obtained, It also provides on-campus night classes and field classes out-state for 
credit; non-credit conferences and institutes, and instructional media services. 


Research—Research is conducted at the University in agriculture, education, 
business, engineering, law, health sciences, home economics, biographical, physi- 
cal and social sciences and humanities. Total support of $8.3 million includes 
funds from a variety of federal agencies. 


Financial Aid—In 1975-76 student financial aid totalled $2 million from 
scholarships and grants ($450,000 from University funds), $4.4 million in loans 
(National Defense and Federally Insured loans) and $3.6 million from student 
employment (work-study and University part-time work). Information on aid can 
be obtained from the Office of Scholarships and Financial Aid, 113 Administration 
Building. 


NEBRASKA, GEORGIA TECH TIED AT SIX 
FOR BOWL WIN STREAK RECORD 


Nebraska and Georgia Tech are currently tied for the bow] victory streak record, 
both team’s winning six-postseason classics in a row. 

The Huskers string was constructed like this: 1969—beat Georgia 45-6 in the 
Sun Bowl (played in December); 1971—beat LSU 17-12 in the Orange Bowl; 
1972—beat Alabama 38-6 in the Orange Bowl; 1973—beat Notre Dame 40-6 in the 
Orange Bowl: 1974—beat Texas 19-3 in the Cotton Bow! and 1974—beat Florida 
13-10 in the Sugar Bowl (Dec. 31). Nebraska was after the title outright in 1975 
when the Huskers met Arizona State in the Fiesta Bowl on Dec. 26, but lost to the 
Sun Devils 17-14. 

Georgia Tech set the national mark in 1957 this way: 1952—beat Baylor 17-14 
in the Orange Bowl; 1953—beat Mississippi 24-7 in the Sugar Bowl; 1954—beat 
West Virginia 42-19 in the Sugar Bowl; 1955—beat Arkansas 14-6 in the Cotton 
Bowl; 1956—beat Pittsburgh 7-0 in the Sugar Bowl and 1957—beat Pittsburgh 
21-14 in the Gator Bowl. 
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CORNHUSKER LEGEND 


Prior to 1900, Nebraska football teams were known by such names as the Old 
Gold Knights, Antelopes and the Bugeaters. 


But in 1900, Lincoln sportswriter Charles S. (Cy) Sherman, who was to gain 
national renown as the sports editor of the Lincoln 
Star—he also helped originate the Associated Press 
ranking poll—tired of referring to the Nebraska teams 
in such an unglamorous term as Bugeaters. 


Towa had from time to time been called the Corn- 
huskers, and the name appealed to Cy. Iowa partisans 
seemed to prefer Hawkeyes, so Cy started referring to 
the Nebraska team as Cornhuskers and the 1900 team 
was first to bear that label. 


Of course, the name caught on and became a Ne- 
braska by-word. 


There is no official symbol of a Cornhusker and 
various cartoonists have caricatured the mystical 
something that typifies Nebraska football—some win- 
ning fan approval and others arousing fan ire. 


At the present time, the University of Nebraska 
Athletic Department uses two distinctly different car- 
toon characters as promotional symbols, One is a cari- 
cature of the famed Nebraska fan as drawn by Bill Goggins. It first appeared in the 
NEBRASKA FARMER, and that publication gave permission for the Athletic De- 
partment to use the red-attired fan as a symbol. 


The newest cartoon character evolved out of Ne- 
braska's trip to the Cotton Bowl in 1974. Artist Dirk 
West of Lubbock, Tex., designed a Cornhusker cartoon 
for the Cotton Bow! press headquarters that caught the 
eye of Husker SID Don Bryant. Later, Bryant contacted 
West for permission to use the 
pressed a desire to refine his ori 
prove some of the character's features. As a result, 
West was commissioned to draw an original Corn- 
husker cartoon character, 


Artist West's concept of Nebraska football is 
appropriate—a burly, rugged and confident fellow 
who is proud of both the football and the agricultural 
tradition of the University of Nebraska Cornhuskers.

NO. 1 RANKED HUSKERS STALLED 
BY LSU; TIGERS GAIN 6-6 TIE 


Baton Rouge, La. (Sept. 11, 1976}—Ranked No. 1 by the pollsters before the 
season, Nebraska's Cornhuskers had their 1976 debut spoiled by a stubborn 
Louisiana State team which battled to a 6-6 tie. 

With 70,746 fans jammed into the Tiger Pit, Nebraska struck for a 6-0 lead in 
the first four minutes, then had to hang on for dear life as the aggressive Tigers 
refused to yield another point. Nebraska's Black Shirts refused the Tigers a 
touchdown, but field goals in the third and fourth quarters produced the deadlock. 

‘The Comhuskers’ kicking game went sour at key times to create conditions 
favorable to LSU's catch-up game. After Vince Ferragamo threw a TD pass to Ken 
Spaeth with 11:01 left in the first quarter, most folks thought Nebraska would live 
up to its pre-season billings. But a bobbled snap from center kept the score from 
becoming 7-0 on the extra point try and that point loomed larger and larger as the 
game progressed. 

Then, in the third quarter Al Eveland booted a 34-yard field goal try low and to 
the right, so instead of a 9-0 lead the Huskers saw LSU storm back to pull up 6-3, In 
the fourth quarter, Eveland’s 39-yard field goal try was blocked and the Tigers 
promptly gained new hope and moved to the tying score with 7:09 left in the game, 

LSU tried for a winning 44-yard field goal with 40 seconds left in the game, but 
the boot just missed to the right. Nebraska wound up intercepting a Tiger pass on 
the last play of the game and Ray Phillips’ theft and lateral to Jim Wightman who 
ran into the end zone went for naught when officials ruled Phillips had stepped 
out of bounds as time ran out, 

It was the first time since 1961 that Nebraska had gone three straight games 
without a victory, a fact that took the lustre off a 91-yard rushing performance by 
fullback Dodie Donnell, some outstanding defense by Tony Samuel, Jim Wight- 
man, Cletus Pillen, Dave Butterfield, and Mike Fultz, as well as a 13-for-25 (125 
yards) passing night by Ferragamo.

HUSKER’S FIRST HOME GAME 
PRODUCES 64-10 WIN 


Lincoln, Nebraska (September 25, 1976)—After an early scare by the Horned 
Frogs, Nebraska took advantage of seven TCU turnovers, a strong tushing attack, 
and the pinpoint passing of Vince Ferragamo to roll to 4 64-10 win, 

As 74,981 fans viewed Nebraska's first home game, TCU led Nebraska in the 
early going. A recovery of a TCU fumble of a Nebraska punt and an 87 yard punt 
return for a touchdown by Dave Butterfield put Nebraska ahead 14-10 at the quar- 
ter. From that point on it was all Nebraska, Ferragamo tied the school record of 
four touchdown passes in a single game, and he did it all in the first half as 
Nebraska built a 38-10 lead. 

TCU managed 26 yards total offense in the second half while Nebraska scored 
26 more points to make the final score 64-10. 

Seventy-six players saw action for Nebraska as coach Tom Osborne gave 
everyone a chance to play. Byron Stewart, a fifth stri ing I-back going into the game, 
led Nebraska in rushing with 64 yards on 13 carries. Ferragamo continued his 
Pinpoint passing by hitting 15 of 23 passes for 218 yards.

HUSKERS BATTLE MIAMI 
TO A 17-9 VICTORY 


Lincoln, Nebraska (October 2, 1976}—Once again the Huskers had to come 
from behind and then hold off a physical Miami team in winning 17-9 in front of 
76,155 people. 

The typical scene was one of players being carried off the field in a game that 
saw few gridders escape unscathed, 

Miami took a 6-0 lead into the locker room at half ona five-yard touchdown run 
and a missed extra point that loomed bigger and bigger as the day went on. It was 
the first time a Nebraska team had failed to score in the first half since Oklahoma 
State in 1974 when that score was knotted 0-0 at halftime, 

Nebraska drove 49 yards in five plays the first time they had the ball in the 
second half, capped off by a 32 yard Vince Ferragamo to Chuck Malito touchdown 
pass. Neither team threatened again until Miami kicked a 51 yard field goal less 
then three minutes into the final quarter. 

Nebraska mounted their best drive of the day behind the passing of Ferragamo 
and two 15-yard penalties against Miami, one a roughing the kicker call on fourth 
down, to regain the lead on a pressure packed 32-yard Al Eveland field goal, 
Nebraska finished the day’s scoring three minutes later with a 23-yard Ferragamo 
to Dave Shamblin touchdown pass, the big play in that drive being a 31-yard 
Ferragamo to Shamblin pass. 

Nebraska rolled up 471 yards total offense to 168 for Miami, Ferragamo 
finished the day 17 of 22 for 264 yards passing and Monte Anthony had 109 yards 
on 24 carries.

BLOCKED FIELD GOAL TURNS TIDE, 
AS HUSKERS EASE PAST CU, 24-12 


Boulder, Colorado (October 9, 1976)—Typical of Big 8 play, the game between 
Nebraska and Colorado was nip and tuck until some fourth quarter Husker heroics 
produced a 24-12 win before an upset-minded Colorado crowd. 

The toe of CU's Mark Zetterberg provided all of the offensive fireworks for the 
Buffaloes, as he kicked field goals of 50, 46, 37, and 29 yards to give the Buffs a 
12-7 halftime lead. 

With the lead in Husker hands, 14-12 in the third quarter, Colorado drove to the 
Nebraska 4 yard line, but were stopped short of paydirt by the tenacious Black 
Shirts, When Zetterberg attempted his fifth field goal—a chip shot of 21 yards— 
NU cornerback Dave Butterfield broke through the line and blocked the kick with 
his chest. 

Nebraska took command from then on, salting the game away with a field goal 
of their own and a 1-yard Rich Berns run.

HUSKERS ROUT KANSAS STATE WILDCATS 51-0 
BEHIND SUPERB BLACK SHIRT DEFENSE 


Lincoln, Nebraska (October 16, 1976)—Still hurting from the last two battles, 
an injury-riddled Nebraska team put up a super defensive effort and emerged with 
a 51-0 win over Kansas State in front of 76,150 Nebraska fans. 

Nebraska was missing four starters, running backs Monte Anthony and Dodie 
Donnell, offensive guard Dan Schmidt and defensive end Tony Samuel. 

The first play of the game was a sign of things to come when George Andrews 
forced a K-State fumble and Ron Pruitt recovered for the Huskers. Al Eveland 
kicked a 20-yard field goal, and the scoring circus was on. 

Meanwhile, the Nebraska defense was setting a school record by holding Kan- 
sas State to minus-45 yards rushing. The Wildcats did not cross midfield until late 
in the third quarter when they picked off a Vince Ferragamo pass. 

While Kansas State was having trouble getting out of its own backfield, Ne- 
braska rolled up 186 yards passing and 289 yards rushing as 15 players carried the 
ball for the Huskers. Vince Ferragamo tied the school record for touchdown passes 
the second time this season with TD strikes to Ken Spaeth, Mark DuFresne, and 
two to Bobby Thomas. Ferragamo hit on 14 of 25 passes for 173 yards. 

Leading the defense was senior Mike Fultz with ten tackles, one for a 19-yard 
loss. 

Once again, coach Tom Osborne used close to 80 players in the contest,

98-YARD DESPERATION PASS BY MIZZOU 
SPELLS DISASTER FOR HUSKERS 


Lincoln, Nebraska (October 23, 1976)—The longest pass in Big 8 history top- 
pled the Nebraska Cornhuskers from the undefeated ranks and dashed their hopes 
of a No. 1 ranking. 

Leading Missouri 24-23, the Huskers kicked off to the Missouri 10 yard line, 
‘Two plays and one penalty later, the Tigers were pushed back to their own two 
yard line, and the Black Shirts looked certain to contain Mizzou and lead NU to 
their sixth victory of the year. Unfortunately, Missouri quarterback Pete Woods 
had other plans in mind, Faking a handoff into the line, Woods passed the ball 98 
yards to Joe Stewart for a touchdown, A two-point conversion made the score 
31-24, 

Missouri then held back a struggling Nebraska team to win 34-24. 

Surprisingly, Nebraska led Missouri in total yards, 414 to 398, The Huskers 
amassed much of that yardage in the third quarter, as they churned out 196 yards. 
After covering all that ground, however, the Huskers scored only three points on 
the board in the third quarter, a 21-yard Al Eveland field goal, 

Vince Ferragamo had an excellent day passing; he completed 13 of 22 for 191 
yards, 

Jim Wightman led the defense with 14 tackles.

HUSKERS BITE NAILS IN 
14-10 WIN OVER OSU 


Lincoln, Nebraska (November 6, 1976}—There it was, two nationally ranked 
teams meeting for that week’s Game of the Year, Nebraska and Oklahoma State 
battling in a ‘nail biting’ fight to the finish. Both teams came into the game tied for 
the Big 8 lead at 3-1. 

In the end, it was Nebraska's co-captains, Clete Pillen and Vince Ferragamo 
that made the difference. 

Pillen was all over the field making tackles. He made 30 in all and was named 
Big 8 Defensive Player and Associated Press National Defensive Lineman of the 
Week for his performance. 

As coach Tom Osborne said, “We would have lost without Pillen.” 

Ferragamo's passing arm untracked a stalled offense in the second half. 

Nebraska dominated the first quarter, but two turnovers kept the Huskers from 
scoring. Oklahoma State held the ball for all but eight plays in the second quarter, 
but managed only a field goal. 

Trailing 3-0 in the third quarter, Ferragamo went to work. Starting at the Ne- 
braska 25, Ferragamo hit end Chuck Malito on three passes of a seven play drive, 
the final pass being a 34 yard touchdown. 

Oklahoma State came right back behind Terry Miller to go ahead 10-7. 

Again it was Ferragamo, hitting four of four passes and rushing for 11 yards on 
Nebraska's next possession, that led the Huskers to a final score, a six yard pass to 
Ken Spaeth. 

It was touch and go the rest of the way, but Nebraska held on for a 14-10 win,

IOWA STATE UPSETS HUSKERS 37-28, 
CLOUDS ORANGE BOWL SITUATION 


Ames, lowa (November 13, 1976}—lowa State, capitalizing on eight Nebraska 
fumbles and one interception, beat the Huskers for the first time in 16 years 37-28, 
thus setting up a photo finish in the Big 8 race. 

Like a premonition of bad things to come, Iowa State drove 94 yards on their 
second possession to score on a 21-yard field goal. On the following kickoff, 
Nebraska's Byron Stewart fumbled, and Scott Cole recovered for the Cyclones. 
Seven plays later, the score was ISU 10, NU 0. 

Not content to sit on their 20-13 halftime lead, lowa State attacked Nebraska on 
the ground, grinding out 321 yards while holding the Huskers to only 77. A 
stunned Nebraska had to resort to the pass to move the ball, Vince Ferragamo hit 
12 of 27 passes for 199 yards, and split end Bobby Thomas caught four of those for 
107 yards, including touchdown strikes of 43 and 30 yards. 

But NU’s aerial bombardment was not enough to turn back the Cyclones. In the 
fourth quarter, a Nebraska fumble and interception resulted in two ISU scores that 
gave them a 37-20 lead. Nebraska scored once more to make the final 37-28. 

‘The loss clouded the post-season bowl picture in the Big 8. NU would have 
clinched a tie for the Big 8 crown with a win, but instead the showdown with 
Oklahoma would decide the Orange Bow! representative.

OKLAHOMA DISCOVERS THE FORWARD PASS, 
UTILIZES TWO BOMBS TO DEFUSE NU, 20-17 


Lincoln, Nebraska (November 26, 1976)—On national television for the second 
time this year, the University of Nebraska was dealt some fourth quarter surprises 
by the Oklahoma Sooners much like the horrors given by its other TV opponent, 
Missouri. 

Leading the Sooners 17-13 with less than four minutes remaining in the game, 
the Huskers lost 20-17 on two razzle-dazzle plays seldom seen from the conserva- 
tive wishbone attack—forward passes. With 3:30 left in the game, OU quarterback 
Thomas Lott handed off to Woodie Shepard, who pulled up and threw a 47-yard 
bomb to split end Steve Rhodes. The play moved the ball from the Oklahoma 16 
yard line to the Nebraska 35. 

Then, on third and 19, quarterback Dean Blevins passed to Rhodes, who 
lateraled to Elvis Peacock coming around the left side. Peacock carried 32 yards to 
the 2 yard line, and scored on the next play. His touchdown, which came with 38 
seconds left in the game, sealed the contest in favor of the Sooners, the team 
Nebraska hasn't beaten since the “Game of the Century” in 1971, 

‘The two passes were OU's only attempts in the game, and covered a total of 79 
yards. Nebraska, on the other hand, passed nine times for 143 yards. However, the 
Cornhuskers’ two touchdowns came on the ground, the first a nine yard burst by 
Curtis Craig and the second a four yard rush by Rich Berns.

NEBRASKA PREPARES FOR ASTRO-BLUEBONNET BOWL 
IN HIGH STYLE, BEATS HAWAII 68-3 


Honolulu, Hawaii (December 4, 1976)—Over 18,000 Nebraskans traveled 3,000 
miles to see Nebraska play the University of Hawaii, and cheered on the Huskers as 
they destroyed the hapless Rainbows 68-3. 

Four long-standing Nebraska offensive records were shattered in the contest, 

First of all, the Cornhuskers accumulated 655 total yards, more yardage than 
any NU team had ever piled up in one game. The 428-yard performance on the 
ground and 227 yards garnered in the air was a fine tuneup for the Cormbhuskers, 
anticipating a Dec. 31 showdown with Texas Tech in the Astro Bluebonnet Bowl. 

Second, Rich Berns rushed for 211 yards on his way to four touchdowns, 
eclipsing the single game rushing mark of 204 yards set by Frank Solich in the 
1965 Air Force game. 

Third, Vince Ferragamo tossed his 19th and 20th touchdown passes of the year, 
breaking David Humm’'s 1972 record of 18 touchdown passes in one season, Fer- 
ragamo’s first TD strike came with 12:46 left in the first quarter on a 43-yard pitch 
to Bobby Thomas. The second was a 65-yard pass to Chuck Malito, 

The fourth record set in the game belongs to Malito, who had more yards in 
pass receptions in one game than any other NU receiver in history. Malito caught 
four passes for a total of 166 yards. 

While the offense was setting records, the Black Shirt defense was busy limit- 
ing the Rainbows to 205 total yards. Hawaii crossed midfield only twice in the 
night, and managed their only score on a 43-yard field goal in the third quarter. 

‘The win left the Huskers at 8-3-1 on the year and 4-3 in the conference.

He won monograms in football, basketball, track 
and baseball in his sophomore and junior years and added 
football, baseball and basketball letters his senior year be- 
fore passing up track,

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THIRD-QUARTER COMEBACK, CLUTCH 
DEFENSE, PUSH NEBRASKA PAST 
TEXAS TECH 27-24 IN EIGHTEENTH 
ANNUAL ASTRO-BLUEBONNET BOWL, 


Houston, Texas (December 31, 1976}—Two back-to-back third quarter touch- 
downs moved Nebraska from a 24-14 deficit to a 27-24 victory aver the Texas Tech 
Red Raiders in the 1976 Astro-Bluebonnet Bowl. 

Nebraska's third-quarter touchdowns came on an 18-yard run by Rick Berns, 
who ended the game with 118 yards on 27 carries, anda 23-yard Vince Ferragamo 
to Chuck Malito pass. The touchdown pass was set up by a partially blocked Texas 
Tech punt—by Kent Smith and Ted Harvey. 

With the score Nebraska 27, Texas Tech 24 at the beginning of the fourth 
quarter, the game was far from over. Because twice before in ’76—against Missouri 
and Oklahoma—the Huskers saw fourth quarter leads vanish. 

But the third time was the charm for Nebraska. With 4:33 left in the game, a 
37-yard Red Raider field goal attempt that would have tied the game by kicker 
Brian Hall sailed wide. 

Nebraska took over after the missed field goal on their own 20-yard-line and 
marched to the TT 30, but there the drive stalled with 1:44 left, and the Red Raiders 
took over. 

However, on Tech's first play, quarterback Rodney Allison, who gained 282 
yards in total offense, was sacked by defensive tackle Ron Pruitt and fumbled. 
Husker defensive end Reg Gast recovered the ball and sealed the victory for NU. 

It was one of the most closely-fought bow! games of the season, with Nebraska 
and Texas Tech exchanging early scores, 

The Huskers scored on the first possession of the game, driving 80 yards in 19 
Plays. Ferragamo was brilliant in the Husker march, converting four third down 
plays into first downs. Berns capped the drive on a one-yard touchdown plunge. 

Tech countered with a 28-yard field goal by Hall and a 14-yard touchdown pass 
from Allison, the game's most valuable back, to Billy Taylor. 

Taylor struck again later in the second quarter. After the Red Raiders got the 
ball on the NU 16-yard line via an errant Nebraska pitch, Taylor caught an 11-yard 
scoring pass from Allison. Score: Texas Tech 17, Nebraska 7. 

Nebraska pulled to within three just before halftime—scoring on an 80-yard 
drive in just eight plays. Ferragamo connected with tight end Mark Dufresne for 
the score, Texas Tech came back with a touchdown of their own at the opening of 
the third quarter to make the score Tech 24, NU 14, And the stage was set for the 
exciting comeback that would give the game to the Huskers, 

It was a fitting finish to the college careers of Nebraska seniors Ferragamo and 
Malito. Ferragamo tossed two TD's in the contest to make his total 22 for the 
year—a Nebraska record. Malito ended the Astro-Bluebonnet Bowl game with 
three pass receptions for 107 yards and one touchdown, earning him honors as the 
game's most valuable lineman.

Regent Simmons Former Husker Track Standout 


University of Nebraska Regent Robert G. Simmons, Jr., of Scottsbluff is a former 
Cornhusker track star who won six championships during his career, 

Simmons, son of the long time Chief Justice of the Nebraska Supreme Court and 
father of John Simmons, who lettered three years for Coach Frank Sevigne in the 
1960s, was a standout Big 6 quartermiler. He won the indoor 440 in 1938 (:51.8) 
and 1939 (:50.4) and won the outdoor title three straight years—1937 (:49.1), 1938 
(:48.8) and 1939 (:47.8). Bob also won the 220-yard low hurdles (:24.0) in 1939 for a 
tough double.

1941 ROSE BOWL 
STANFORD 21, NEBRASKA 13 


Nebraska was only the third Big Six team to play in a post-season bowl game, 
but the Cornhuskers made their first bowl trip a memorable one with an invitation 
to the granddaddy of them all—The Rose Bowl. Under the warm California sun in 
Pasadena, Coach Biff Jones’ Cornhuskers led Clark Shaughnessy's Stanford In- 
dians twice in the first half, but fell victim to the innovative T-formation 21-13. 
The Huskers took a 7-0 lead just six plays after the kickoff when fullback Vike 
Francis plunged over from the three. Stanford tied the count just four plays later 
when Pete Gallarneau bolted over from nine yards out. In the second quarter, the 
Huskers took the lead again on a 33-yard Herm Rohrig-to-Allen Zikmund pass, but 
the Indians came back on Frankie Albert's 41-yard TD pass to Gallarneau for a 
14-13 halftime lead. A 39-yard TD punt return by Pete Kmetovic iced the game for 
the Indians in the third quarter.

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If Nebraska's first bow] bid was a memorable one, it’s second was one to forget. 
The 1954 Cornhuskers finished second behind Oklahoma in the Big Seven race 
and went to Miami under the no-repeat rule. Making their first bowl appearance in 
15 years, Bill Glassford's Cornhuskers trailed Duke's Blue Devils at the half 14-0 
and pulled within 14-7 early in the second quarter after a minus-two-yard Duke 
punt. Halfback Don Comstock scored from the three to cap a 35-yard drive. After 
that, it was all Duke. Coach Bill Murray's Blue Devils rolled 65 yards to score on 
their next possession and added two more tallies in the fourth quarter to ice the 
game, 34-7,

Playing under coach Bob Devaney, Nebraska won its first bowl game in three 
tries, upsetting Miami and George Mira, 36-34, in New York's now-defunct 
Gotham Bowl. Playing in Yankee Stadium before only 6,166 fans in sub-freezing 
weather, the Huskers and Hurricanes put on one of the greatest bowl shows ever, 
trading scores in every quarter. Willie Ross’ one-yard plunge and Bill “Thunder” 
Thorton’s subsequent two-point run gave the Huskers’ the lead for good, 36-27, 
with 12:10 left. Mira, who passed for 321 yards led a valiant comeback attempt, but 
was thwarted by a last-minute interception by Husker guard Bob Brown.

Bill “Thunder” Thornton scores Huskers’ first TD against Miami, 
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Nebraska made it's second Orange Bowl trip a happier one than the first with a 
13-7 win over Auburn in the 1964 Miami Classic. The Huskers evened their bowl 
record with the win and handed Bob Devaney his second bow! win in as many 
tries. Husker quarterback Dennis Claridge broke the game open before most of the 
72,647 fans had settled in their seats. On the Huskers’ second play from scrim- 
mage, Claridge bolted 68 yards down the sideline to put NU ahead 7-0. At the time, 
it was the longest TD run in OB history. Moments later Dave Theisen set another 
OB record with a 31-yard field goal. The record lasted until the second quarter 
when Theisen booted a 36-yarder to give NU a 13-0 halftime lead. Auburn quarter- 
back Jimmy Sidle almost brought the Tigers back, but Husker linebacker John 
Kirby batted a fourth-and-four pass away at the goal line with less than three 
minutes to go.

Coach Frank Broyles’ Arkansas Razorbacks mounted an 80-yard fourth quarter 
drive against a previously impregnable Nebraska defense to down the Huskers, 
10-7, in NU's first Dallas appearance. The Huskers had led most of the way in one 
of the greatest defensive battles in bow! history, Arkansas scored first on a 31-yard 
Tom McKnelly field goal in the first quarter. But soph Harry Wilson capped a 
69-yard Husker march in the second quarter on a one-yard plunge to give Nebraska 
a 7-3 halftime lead, The Huskers held that lead until Bobby Burnett finished the 
Arkansas drive with a three-yard TD run with 4:50 left in the game. In the fierce 
defensive struggle, first downs were even at 11, and the Pokers held a slim, 176- 
168 total offense edge.

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With the National Championship riding on the line, coach Bob Devaney’s 
Huskers took on Alabama’s Crimson Tide for the first time. Nebraska went into the 
game 10-0 and ranked third, Alabama was 8-1-1 and fourth, But earlier in the day, 
top-ranked Michigan State lost to UCLA in the Rose Bowl and LSU knocked off No. 
2 Arkansas in the Cotton Bowl to set up a national game in the Orange Bowl. 
Playing in the first night bowl game ever, 'Bama won the title, 39-28. The Tide led 
24-7 at the half and the game was never in serious doubt, but led by the passing of 
Bob Churchich, the Huskers came back to make a solid fight and set passing and 
receiving records,

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Never ones to duck a challenge, coach Bob Devaney and his Cornhuskers ac- 
cepted a bid for a rematch with Alabama and Bear Bryant in the Sugar Bowl. It 
turned out to be a little too much of a challenge as No. 3 ‘Bama handed the No. 7 
Huskers a 34-7 thumping. The Tide rolled up a 17-0 first quarter advantage and led 
at halftime, 24-0, behind the passing of Kenny Stabler. Sophomore fullback Dick 
Davis prevented a complete whitewashing with a 15-yard TD catch of a Bob Chur- 
chich pass on the first play of the fourth quarter. Husker QB Churchich sparkled 
again against the Tide, completing 21 of 34 passes for 201 yards. With the loss, the 
Huskers joined Alabama in holding the dubious distinction of being the only 
teams to lose in all four major bowls.

Golden-toed Paul Rogers booted a Nebraska and Sun Bowl record four field 
goals—in the first quarter—and coach Bob Devaney's Combhuskers romped to a 
45-6 win over Georgia in the 35th edition of El Paso's Sun Bowl. Rogers booted 
FG's of 50, 32, 42 and 37 yards and sophomre I-back Jeff Kinney added a TD run of 
11 yards to give Nebraska an 18-0 lead at the end of the first quarter and the 
Huskers were never threatened, For his record-setting effort, Rogers was named 
the game's outstanding offensive player. The Big Eight co-champion Cornhuskers 
rolled up a 355-185 total offense advantage over the outmanned Bulldogs, Dan 
Schneiss led Husker rushers with 63 yards and Van Brownson completed 11 of 18 
passes for 109.

Jeff Kinney breaks free for Huskers’ first TD against Georgia, 
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Playing under the lights in Miami's Orange Bowl for the first time in five years, 
Coach Bob Devaney’s Nebraska Cornhuskers won the first of two straight national 
titles by virtue of a 17-12 win over LSU and some fortunate circumstances. Earlier 
in the day, top-ranked Texas was upset by Notre Dame, 24-11, in the Cotton Bowl, 
and No. 2 Ohio State was shocked by Stanford, 27-17 in the Rose. That left the 
doors to the title wide open for No. 3 Nebraska. The Huskers responded by build- 
ing a 10-0 first-quarter lead on a 25-yard field goal by Paul Rogers and a three-yard

The Huskers continued to dominate and rolled to a 38-6 win, giving the 
Huskers a second straight national title and coach Bob Devaney a satisfying first 
win in three tries over ‘Bama coach Bear Bryant.

In his last game as a 
Cornhusker, Rodgers was moved to I-back from his usual wingback position, and 
on the game's first play he took a pitchout for a 13-yard gain. It was a sign of things 
to come. “Johnny R" capped his career by scoring on runs of eight, four and five 
yards, caught the Irish defense by surprise with a 52-yard TD pass to Frosty Ander- 
son in the second quarter, and scored the last of his record 50 career TDs by taking 
a sideline pass from Dave Humm in the third quarter and scampering 50 yards to 
paydirt.

Nebraska's Cornhuskers broke open a tight scoring contest in the third quarter 
with a pair of game-breaker plays to chalk up a 19-3 win over the mighty Texas 
Longhorns in the 1974 Cotton Bowl game at Dallas. The chilled New Year’s Day 
crowd of 67,500 saw the Big 8 runnersup and the Southwest Conference champ- 
ions battle to a 3-3 tie at halftime, thanks to a brilliant Longhorn one-yard-line 
stand just before the gun. But the Huskers weren't to be denied and midway 
through the third quarter, safety Bob Thornton returned a Texas field goal try 41 
yards to set up the clinching touchdown. Ritch Bahe got the final 12 yards on a 
reverse and Rich Sanger kicked the point to make it 10-3. Four plays later, John 
Bell recovered a Texas fumble at the Longhorn 19 and three plays later Tony Davis 
ripped in from the three to make it 16-3. Sanger kicked a 43-yard field goal with 

:09 left to complete the scoring. Texas had scored first on a 22-yard field goal by 
Bill Schott in the wake of a Husker fumble, but early in the second quarter defen- 
sive end Steve Manstedt picked up a Roosevelt Leaks’ fumble in mid-air and raced 
65 yards to the eight. But a stiff Longhorn defense forced a 24-yard field goal by 
Sanger.

Rallying from a 10-0 halftime deficit, Nebraska scored three times in the second 
half to defeat the tough Florida Gators 13-10. It was the Cornhuskers sixth straight 
bowl victory, tying Nebraska with Georgia Tech for consecutive bow! wins, 

From the very start, it was a tough, up hill climb for the Huskers. Florida scored 
once in the first quarter and kicked a field goal in the second, while holding 
Nebraska's usually strong offense to 138 total yards. 

But in the second half, fullback Tony Davis, quarterback Terry Luck, kicker 
Mike Coyle and the Black Shirt defense took over for the Huskers and led Nebraska 
to victory. Although it wasn't until the fourth quarter when the Huskers really got 
rolling. 

Freshman sensation, I-Back Monte Anthony, scored the Huskers first touch- 
down, with 13:24 left in the game, when he ran straight up the middle for two 
yards and the score. Coyle’s kick was good, and the Huskers trailed 10-7. 

Setting up the next two Husker scores was the fanatical running of Davis. 
Overall he ran for 126 yards on 17 carries, including the longest run of the game for 
40 yards, For his performance, Davis was named the game's Most Valuable Player, 
an award which he also received in the Cotton Bowl. 

Nebraska's final scores came on field goals by Coyle. Coyle tied the score on a 
successful 37-yard boot with only 7:13 left in the game and with only 1:46 remain- 
ing, Coyle’s 39-yard kick was good, and the Huskers had won their sixth post- 
season game.

1975 FIESTA BOWL 
ARIZONA STATE 17, NEBRASKA 14 


Nebraska's six bowl game winning streak was snapped by Arizona State in the 
1975 Fiesta Bowl, when the Sun Devils edged the Huskers 17-14, before 51,396 
fans in Tempe, Ariz. 

The final blow came with 4:50 remaining in the game, when ASU kicker Dan 
Kush successfully booted a 29-yard field goal, giving the Sun Devils a 17-14 lead. 

Fighting till the very end, Nebraska then took the ensuing kickoff and drove to 
the Arizona State 31 yard line with less than two minutes to play. The Huskers first 
two plays from there were incomplete passes, but on third down, quarterback. 
Terry Luck hit fullback Tony Davis with a pass at the ASU 21 yard line, However, 
Davis was hit hard by two Arizona State players and fumbled the ball. The Sun 
Devils recovered it and went on to kill the clock and claim their 17-14 win, 

Despite the loss, a major milestone in Nebraska football history was established 
during the game, when Davis became the Huskers all time leading rusher, ‘Tough 
Tony’ finished his three year career with 2,445 yards, 25 more than Jeff Kinney 
gained from 1969-71, 

So Nebraska ended the 1975 season at 10-2 and ranked No. 9 in the country. 
‘The Huskers lost their last two games of the year to No, 1 ranked Oklahoma 35-10 
and to the No, 2 ranked Sun Devils,

In the most exciting bowl game of the year, the Nebraska Cornhuskers edged 
past a determined Texas Tech team, 27-24, in the Astro-Bluebonnet Bowl. 

Twice Nebraska rallied to overcome ten-point deficits. With Texas Tech ahead 
17-7 and time running out in the second quarter, quarterback Vince Ferragamo 
moved the Cornhuskers 80 yards in less than two minutes to score on a 22-yard 
touchdown pass to Mark Dufresne. But Texas Tech running back Billy Taylor 
countered early in the third quarter with an eight-yard touchdown run to put 
Nebraska down 24-14. 

‘Once again, the Cornhuskers started to work on the Texas Tech lead. I-back 
Rick Berns broke around right end and dashed untouched 18 yards into the end 
zone to put Nebraska within three. The Huskers then took the lead when Fer- 
ragamo connected with split end Chuck Malito, who gained 107 yards in three 
catches, for a 23-yard touchdown pass. That score, which would prove to be the 
winning touchdown, was set up by a partially blocked punt by defensive backs 
Ted Harvey and Kent Smith. 

‘The final score was in doubt until with 1:34 left in the game, defensive end Reg 
Gast recovered a Red Raider fumble, killing a Tech threat and allowing Nebraska to 
run out the clock.

REDS SURVIVE WHITE SCARE, 23-21; 
BIG PLAYS CHARACTERIZE CLOSE GAME 


Lincoln, Neb. (April 30, 1977)—Nebraska’s 28th annual Spring Game, played 
before 13,038 fans in Memorial Stadium, proved one thing for the Husker coaching 
staff—Nebraska’s offense is capable of making the big plays. 

In a game filled with big plays—kick returns and long passes—the Reds nipped 
a determined White team, 23-21. And perhaps, the game was even closer than the 
score indicated 

‘The outcome was in doubt until the final gun. When White-team running back 
‘Tim Wurth scored on a four-yard run with 1:35 left in the game to make the score 
Reds, 23, Whites 21, the Whites had a chance to tie the game on a two-point 
conversion, However, on the two-point run, fullback Keith Steward was stopped 
inches short of the goal-line, preserving the Red victory. 

For six minutes of the first quarter, the Reds appeared to own the game. Like an 
army, the Reds, quarterbacked by senior Randy Garcia, marched 63 yards in 16 
plays to score on a one-yard Rick Berns run, 

On the following kickoff, with the score 7-0, the game saw the first of its many 
game-breaking plays. Senior Earl Everett fielded the kick on the four-yard line, and 
dodging would-be tacklers, raced 96 yards for a touchdown, Everett's run set a 
Spring Game record as the longest kickoff return. 

Quarterback Tom Sorley directed the White attack in the first quarter. After a 
fumble recovery on the Red 43-yard line, Sorley moved his team to the four. Dean 
Sukup's field goal put the Whites ahead 9-7. 

‘The biggest play-maker of the game was Red split end Frank Lockett, a JC 
transfer from Contra Costa College in California. Twice when his team was behind, 
it was Lockett who gave the lead back to the Reds. Opening up the second quarter, 
with his first big scoring play, Lockett hauled in a 39-yard Ed Burns pass to put the 
Reds on top 14-9. Lockett’s second touchdown would have to wait until after 
halftime. 

Early in the third quarter, the Whites had taken a 15-14 lead on a four-yard Tim 
Wurth run, Then, eight minutes later, Tim Smith punted to Lockett on the 26-yard 
line. Eluding tacklers, Lockett duplicated Earl Everett's first-quarter feat, and re- 
turned the kick 74 yards for a score. Lockett's run made the score Reds 20, Whites 
15. 

‘The Red lead was extended to an eight-point bulge on a 36-yard Billy Todd 
field goal, which set the scene for the Whites last minute near heroics. 

Such a closely-fought game may have been just what the fans ordered, but it 
only compounded the dilemma of Head Coach Tom Osborne, looking for a first- 
string quarterback for the 1977 season. Five quarterbacks performed admirably in 
the contest—senior Randy Garcia (8-12 for 84 yards), senior Ed Burns (4-7 for 63 
yards), junior Tom Sorley (5-10 for 62 yards, and 6 rushes for 32 yards), sophomore 
Jeff Quinn (1-3 for 13 yards, and 11 rushes for'37 yards), and junior Tim Hager (4-9 
for 82 yards.)

JOHNNY RODGERS WON 
1972 HEISMAN TROPHY 


JOHNNY RODGERS 


Nebraska's Johnny Rodgers, an All America wingback in 1971 and 1972, won 
the 1972 Heisman Trophy in a landslide over Oklahoma's Greg Pruitt and his own. 
teammate, Rich Glover. 

Rodgers was the 38th recipient of the coveted Heisman, presented each year 
since 1935 to the outstanding football player in the nation by the New York 
Downtown Athletic Club. 

The Husker 1-3 finish of Rodgers and Glover was the best teammate finish since 
Glenn Davis and Doc Blanchard of Army went 2-3 in 1944, then 1-2 in 1945 and 
1-4 in 1946. 

Nebraska, by the way, holds the distinction of being the only school ever to 
produce a Heisman Trophy and an Outland Trophy winner in the same season— 
Johnny Rodgers (Heisman, 1972) and Rich Glover (Outland, 1972). And for good 
measure, Glover added the Lombardi Trophy in 1972 to become the only man ever 
to win both the Outland and the Lombardi in the same year.

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MEMORIAL STADIUM KEEPS EXPANDING 


Already boasting the largest stadium in the Big 8 and one of the nation's most 
beautiful press facilities, the University of Nebraska added to the Bob Devaney-era 
improvement program in 1972 with 9,400 seats in the south end zone. Not readily 
apparent from inside the stadium is the Athletic Office Building completed in 
1973 under the south stands. These two projects followed AstroTurf in 1970. 

Nebraska was one of four Big 8 schools installing synthetic turf in 1970— 
joining Oklahoma (Tartan), Kansas (Tartan) and Kansas State (AstroTurf). Nebras- 
ka's was completed first. Colorado (AstroTurf) in 1971, Oklahoma State (Astro 
Turf) in 1972 and lowa State (AstroTurf) in 1975, leaves only Missouri in the Big & 
still playing on the real thing. 

Here is the list; 

1964—South end zone section installed, making the Stadium a horseshoe, 
raising capacity to the 48,000 mark. 

1965—Center portion of north end-zone section added, raising capacity to 
more than 53,000, 

1966—Both wings of the north end-zone added, raising capacity to more than. 
65,000 and making Memorial Stadium into a bowl. 

1967—New press box, with guest section added, providing a beautiful and 
practical working facility as well as raising capacity to more than 67,000, 

1970—Installation of AstroTurf, making Nebraska’s Memorial Stadium one of 
the largest, most attractive and functional intercollegiate plants in the nation, 

1972—South end zone extended. 9,400 seats added, raising capacity to 76,400, 

1973—Athletic Office Building completed, housing, dressing and training 
facilities for varsity football. 

1977—Installation of new Astro Turf replacing the 1970 turf, and a new 
scoreboard over the North stadium.

BIG 8 SIDELINE CONTROL 
POLICIES FOR 1977 


The Big 8 Conference has inaugurated a new sideline control 
policy for 1977 in an effort to keep the playing area as clear of people 
as possible, 


All Sideline photographers must have arm bands in 1977. 
The 1977 Big 8 sideline control policy: 


(1) Only those photographers on assignment, including student 
and freelance photographers, are given credentials. Each stu- 
dent publication shall be limited to one press and/or one 
sideline photo pass. 

Only those papers with Sunday and/or daily editors are eligi- 
ble for sideline passes. (Special requests shall be submitted to 
the sports information director for his review but such re- 
quests will be limited to one photo pass.) 

Cutline writers, equipment carriers, and/or other so-called 
“assistants” will not be allowed on the sideline. 


Photographers must display their credentials (arm bands) at 
all times. If not, they will be asked to leave the stadium. 


University personnel are to be deployed on the sidelines to 
insure that all credentials are properly displayed and to 
watch for any abuse of privilges by photographers. Those 
possessing coaches’ sideline (bench) badges must remain in- 
side the team bench area (between the 35-yard lines).
